I*filWO*t comhict of a StenmiotU Captain. — The Ye- 
vay News has some particulars in relation to the 
conduct of the officers of the New York, on the occa- 
sion of the accident at that place, by which several 
men were dangerously injured, which show that the 
captain and mate are little lietter than brutes. It 
appears that when the Argonaut came along to re- 
lieve the New York (which was aground) someone 
hailed the mate from shore and told hiin the men 
would be killed if left iu that jiosition when the 
Argonaut started. To this, however, the mate 
crave no heed but told the men to keep their places. 
The result is known. As the Argonaut started, the 
hawser rolled and swept the men against the lower 
cabin, breaking their limbs and bruising their liod- 
ies. One's leg was broken just below the knee, and 
another's just above, and six or seven o hers were 
so mutilated as to lie helpless for months to come. 
Dr. Danjrlade, of Yevay, was called and rendered 
efficient assistance. Just liefore starting again, the 
Captain of the New York demanded of the clerk to 
pay off those "as they were not needed anv 

more.'' The mate commanded them to iro to the 
office and yet their pay. Wounded, crippled men 
Suing to the office to get their pav! Dr. Danglade 
presented his bill, after they had all been dressed, 
for payment. The captain laughed, and replieil. 
sneeringlv, "we dont pay bills for these men.'' 
The officers of the Argonaut rendered all the assis- 
tance in their power to the unfortunate men, and 
took them to Cincinnati. The officers of the New 
York, except the second clerk who rendered some 
Hsjstnee in dressing the men's wounds, are deser- 
ving of the severest reprehension. — Xetc Albany

It is of such a commercial nature, that so soon as 
they are ratified by the two Governments, anew vis- 
ta must i>e opened in the future of Mexico. Whilst 
the-e treaties promise much to the nation, by stimu- 
lating commerce, they will free her from a dark 
stain on her credit, and will place her in possession 
cf ample resources whereby to carry on the Govern- 
ment to that point at which" petty revolutions cannot 
disturb the order and good government of the na- 
tion. 

To put an end to extravagant statements as to the 
nature of this treaty, the Extraordinary denies 

That by the jiending arrangements with the Uni- 
ted States, a foot of the national territory has been 
either alienated, or even mortgaged — that the church 
projierty is not meutioncd, or even concerned iu 
either of the treaties that have been agreed upon, 
and that there is nothing like a treaty of alliance in 
the programme. 

What has lieen done it would not, of course, he 
projier to state at this time. But this we are at lib- 
erty to state, that nothing has been engaged on 
either -ide tiiat is not legitimately and mutually ad- 
vantageous to l»oth Republics. All that the United 
"States desire-, and all that has been aimed at by 
the Minister of that Repu' lic near this Government, 
is to strengthen the ties of friendship aDd good 
neighborhood between the two Republics, to promote 
their commercial intercourse, to improve the facili- 
ties of communication between them, and to per- 
form those mutual offices of good will which belong 
to their geographies] positiou and to their commu- 
nity of polit ical institutions.

Tin: Dkath ok Kank at Havana.— By the 
Black Warrior, at New York, we learn that the fu- 
neral of Dr. Kane was celebrated at Havana by a 
procession of all the Americans there, as well as by 
the vice Ca\>tain-Genern 1 of the Island, and many 
Spanish officials.

Patterson laughed at what he supposed 
to "be a joke, but the voung man told him that he 
was in earnest — that his name was Lyon, and gave 
the jiarticulars of his escape. 

The sheriff was communicated with, and Lyon's 
story was ef course corroborated. He has been in 
the "prison three years and three months, during 
most of which time he has been a "'trusty." His 
mind having become somewhat affected, efforts 
have at various times been made to secure his par- 
don, but till now without success. The killing, we 
believe, took place in a quarrel between him and the 
deceased.— .Vf» Albany fsdger.

The House refused — yeas 101, nays 83. 

Mr. Humphrey Marshall move to reconsider the 
vote. He said it might a- well be known to the 
American people, that, while this bill was passing, 
gentlemen, for the first time looked at it while 
standing in groups, said "the bill ought not to be- 
come a law ; if it did, the w hole country would 
laugh it to utter scorn.'' Never before wa- such a 
measure beard of, even in despotic countries. It 
abridged liberty of speech and of the press in advo- 
cating or defeating any mea-ure before C ongress, a 
measure which, in effect, would say — we will erect 
ourselves into an immaculat" tribunal. 

Mr. Ouitiiuin likewise severely criticised and con- 
demned the provisions of the bill. Congress could 
not pass a law t<> prevent any man from advocating, 
private Iv or publicly, measures before Congress in 
uhv wav he thought best. The bill established a 
cla'ss ofoff-nscs, invaded the rights of the-States 
aud of society, and interdicted intercourse between 
the citizen and hi- representative. 

Mr. Davis, of Mo., defended the bill, its object 
being to einliody into positne law the opinion of the 
Supreme Court "declaring void contracts for compen- 
sation contingent on legislation in Congress by se- 
cret or sinister influences, practices lieing immoral 
and fraudulent. It w as bv the excess of such in- 
fluences, which the bill declared misdemeanor, that 
the reputation of this House had descended many 
degrees in the opinion of the people. 

Messrs. Boeock and Kunkel severally ■ajHtafafetd 
that an v person h'ving an interest in a measure 
nendinil' would, if he asked of members ■ favorable 
consideration of the subject, be liaMe to the pains
